Predict Farm

Washington, July 20—(AP) 


—Some of President Tru- 
man's best friends on Capitol 
Hill today joined a Democrat- 
ic-Republican 
coalition bent 


on beating down his farm bill. 
It calls for a three-crop trial 
run of the Brannan plan of 
direct farm subsidy payments. 


As the house assembled for 


the opening of the better farm 
law debate, this happened: 


Rep. Monroney (D-Okla), 


who has carried many of the 
administration's economic bat- 
tles—including wartime OPA 
—in congress, issued a formal 
statement assailing the Bran- 
nan farm plan as a dangerous 
step that would lead ultimate- 
ly to a peacetime OPA. 


Rep. Rains (D-Ala), a south- 


erner who has supported Mr. Tru- 
man's labor bill and housing- leg- 
islation, called upon the adminis- 
tration to withdraw its support 
of the farm bill embodying- the 
Brannan plan trial run, lest it 
split the Democratic party. 


Called Booby Trap 


"This legislation is a booby- 


trap for the farmers," Rains said 
in a formal statement, "and if 
adopted is certain to boomerang 
figainst the Democratic party. 


"The farmers of this country 


are unwilling to discard the pres- 
ent agricultural program, with Its 
concept of parity, for a consum- 
PI '8 subsidy."

Later treatments are less effective, 
he said.

"They are now going into the 


cocoon stage and will emerge as 
adult egg-laying mothers in about 
10 days to two weeks. A day or 
two after they emerge, they will 
lay eggs. These eggs will hatch 
in four or six days."

An air transport with 32 per- 
sons aboard crashed into five 
houses last night in a takeoff 
from Seattle's Boeing field. 


The coroner's office report- 


ed many hours later that six 
bodies had been found in the 
wreckage of the twin-engined 
C-46 and the debris of the 
wrecked homes. 


Miraculously, most—if not 


all—of the persons aboard 
the Chicago-bound, non-sched- 
ule plane escaped with their 
lives. Most of the victims were 
believed to have perished in 
the houses. . 


A failure of one of the en- 


gines was blamed for the ca- 
tastrophe. The plane, unable 
to gain sufficient 
altitude 


quickly, hit power lines above 
the Georgetown district in Se- 
attle's south end. Then it 
plummeted into the houses be- 
low, carrying death and de- 
struction with it. 


Cutting of power lines threw 


the area into darkness, 
broken 


by 
the 
eerie 
sputtering 
and 


flashing of the dangerously dang- 
ling wires. 


The C-46 was a two-engine, 50- 


passenger transport 
of a type 


used widely during the war for 
troop and cargo carriers.

The night was in marked con- 


tract, though, to Monday nightt, 
when armed mobsters shot and 
burned their way through negro 
areas.

The plane failed in 
its climb and began clipping the 
tops of utility poles. 


Power lines and telephone wires 


were clipped, plungfing the area 
into darkness and disrupting com- 
municatif ns. 


Its wifle wings cutting swaths 


through frame houses, the plane 
ripped through five Georgetown 
homes. It buried its nose in one 
structure. 


About two minutes later it ex-

~A. mob of armed white men 
burned down three negro homes 
last night In an outbreak of racial 
violence that terrorized this cen- 
tral Florida farming sectior. 


Feeling had been running high 


since Saturday when two negroe* 
were 
arrested 
on 
charges of 


raping a 17-year-old white woman 
and beating her husband. A third 
nefro was taken in custody Sun- 
day and a fourth is being sought. 


As far as could be determined 


no one was in the buildings when 
the angry band set fire to them. 
Their occupants had moved out be- 
fore .nightfall. 


Earlier, Lake county Sheriff W. 


V. McCall hurled a tear gas bomb 
into the midst of a heavily armed 
mob of about 50 men who rode 
through Stuckey's Still, a negro 
community about five miles west 
of Groveland, firing shotguns and 
pistols.Say Negros Confess 


The three negroes under arrest 


have been chaged with rape, kid- 
napping and causing bodily harm 
in connection with the Saturday 
offense. McCall said they have 
admitted the crimes.

McCall said they orally admitted 
they beat and bobbed Will Pad- 
gett of Groveland, then kidnaped 
and raped his wife early last Sat- 
urday.

The guardsmen were sent home 
this morning but some highway 
patrol cars moved throughout the 
section.

The sheriff said Padgett told 


him that four Negroes in a new 
model car stopped along his auto- 
mobile which had been disabled by 
engine trouble. He said they first 
offered assistance, then hit him 
over the head, took his wallet and 
drove off with his wife. 


A mob of about 100 men gather- 


ed at the Lake county courthouse 
at nearby Tavares Saturday nigh 
but the two prisoners in custody 
at that time had been moved to 
another jail. 


The crowd left but returned her 


to drive throughout the street 
of the Negro quarter, firing sev- 
eral shots into a restaurant and 
one of the houses burned last 
night Officers said no one was hit. 


For the past three nights, most 


of Groveland's 400 Negros have 
left their homes before nightfall, 
returning during the day to their 
jobs. 


Ku Klux Klan pamphlets were

New York—Major General Harry H. Vaughan. President Truman's 


military aide, with an office in the White House, has been tfie victim 
of a campaign of violent criticism, including falsehoods, uttered by 
Drew Pearson in his Sunday night broadcasts and in hi* newspaper 
column. This campaign fulfills a threat expressed 
personally by David Katz, alias David Karr, a 
"leg-man" for Pearson, to Charles G. Ross, the 
president's secretary, in January, 1947. General 
Vaughan had just prevented the issuance of a pass 
port to George C. Vournas, a Washington lawyer, 
who was trying to go to Greece with the Paul 
Porter economic mission dispatched by the presi- 
dent. 
Vournas was engaged by Pearson to send 


him information from Greece. Vournas is not a 
Journalist and he was unable to satisfy the state 
department that his mission would be helpful to 
Weitbrook 


the interests of the United States in the political and economic situ- 
ation then existing in Greece. Although Katz has gone by the name 
of Karr for a long- time he testified before the Dies committee on 
April 3, 1943, that he had merely adopted the name Karr but that 
he had not formally changed his name. He has worked on the Com- 
munist Daily Worker in New York and has written for several other 
Communist publications but he has 
always denied being a Communist. 


It was a derogatory radio state- 


ment by Pearson about General

evoked from President Truman the 
explosive remark that "any S.O.B. 
who thinks he can cause any of 
these people to be discharged by 
me by some smart alec statement 
over the air or in the paper, has 
got another think coming."

Absolve Sweets as the Cause 


of Tooth Decay in Animals 


By HOWARD W. BLAKJESLEE

20—(AP) — 


New Harvard tooth decay experi- 
ments challenge 
the prevailing 


belief that sweets, by 
making 


mouth acids, are a foremost cause 
of tooth decay. 


The Harvard work indicates that 


only about one-fifth of decay is 
due to conditions in the mouth, 
such as the acids which nourish 
the germ, lactobacillus acidophilus, 
that is one cause of decay. 


The rest of the causes, as seen 


in this new work; are internal; 
tha* is, what doctors call systemic. 
There studies were made on ham- 
sters, rats and mice by Reidar F. 
Sognnaes, Ph. D., of the Harvard 
School of Dental Medicine. The 
nutrition foundation f i n a n c e d 
them. 


It was found almost impossible ] 


to cause tooth decay 
in 
these 


animals by excessive eating of 
sugar, yet uncer 
two 
circum- 


stances sugar caused a lot of tooth 
decay. 


The sugar failed to do tooth 


Uarm when fed to adult animals, 
but when fed to mothers of unborn 
animals, the young had bad teeth. 
And when fed to the young, before 
their teeth developed, a high sugar 
diet again resulted in bad teeth. 


Dr. Sognnaes said it still is not 


clear why the high sugar diet 
affected the young animals, nor 
was it even a certainty that the 
sweet was the cause of these bad 
teeth. 


He explained that the high 


sugar diets were also highly puri- 
fied 
This means that they con- 


tamed ex'erything known to make 


a perfect diet for the animals, but 
with no added imprities. 


Seme minerals in very small 


amounts would be missing from a 
purified diet. 
Dr. Sognnaes said 


that although these trace minerals 
were not necessary for good health 
of the animals, it still cannot be j 
said they play no role in sound 
teetn in the young.
